Pekln, June 27. — The question of 
Chinese exclusion from the United 
States continues chiefly to occupy the 
attention of the Chinese.

ities and propensities of Bible men 
and women who are held up as mod- 
els for the human race. 

It is taught that woman brought sin 
Into the world and is at the bottom 
of all wrong doing In the world. If 
this is so, woman Is the most danger- 
ous element in society and should be 
gotten rid of. 

Paul says that "man Is the Image 
and glory of God. For the man is 
not of wompn, but the woman of the 
man; neither was the man created

Of course we can all see that wo- 
man Is a perfectly unnecessary creat- 
ure, and man could get along very 
well without her. St. Paul says as 
much, but he rather qualifies this 
statement when he says "We are fools 
for Christ's sake." 

Women of the old time and the 
new time have been, and are an enig- 
matical element. Statistics record 
that 91 per cent of all criminals In 
Christendom belong to the sex to 
which the "sons of God" belong. 

This does not speak very well for

The real 
truth is women do not know what the 
Bible teaches for them.
